1< On 23 November 1950, the Stendal-3 0 rstel (;.* 53/l 75) airfield was no 
longer occupied by an air unit, L^cal residents said that the unit v/as 
transferred in early 0 c tober 1950. around personnel, however, seemed 
uo be still stationed at the field booause 20 ai.r force soldiers, commanded 
by an officer, were seen at the field, and a lieutenant colonel, a major, 
anci j Soviet Air Force LSI descended from a train at the railroad station, 
train cams ^rom the direction oi Berlin* Arcy units were quartered in 
*o/ie barracks* The fuel containers on the southern edge of the field were 
dug out and shipped away*
